A CITY LIGHTING PLANT. 


Secretary Cannon of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Association Suggests a 
Scheme to Insure Munici- 
pal Ownership. 


To the Editor of the Fost-Dispatch. 
It seems impossible for the Council, the 


House of Delegates and Board of Public 
Improvements to agree upon a lighting or- 
dinance for the City of St. Louts. 

Presuming that the Board of Public Im- 
provements, the Council and the House of 
Delegates are there to serve the City of St. 
Louis and will put the interest of the City 
of St. Louls as preferable to the interest of 
any company or companies in the lighting 
business, the following is submitted as a 
suggestion: 

Three responsible citizens of the City of 
St. Louis to subseribe the sum of $2,000, the 
least amount of capital stock that will ad- 
mit of incorporation in the State of Mis- 
souril. Incorporate a company for building 
a lighting plant or lighting plants in the 
City of St. Louis. 

That company to then enter into a con- 
tract with the City of St. Louis on the 
same basis that the City of St. Louis is now 
paying for lighting, estimated for the 
period of ten years at an annual payment 
of $450,000. 

Upon that contract the lighting company 
issues and places on the market $2,000,000 
of 6 per cent. bonds, redeemable in serial 
numbers. A clause to be in the contract 
between the city and the lighting company 
that when the bonds amounting to $2,00,- 
000 hawe been redeemed and the stock 
amounting to $2,000 has been redeemed, the 
plant is then the property of the City of 
St. Louis... 

The contract hetween the city and the 
lighting company is of such a character as 
to guarantee the interest on the amount 
of bonds. The bonds will sell at par, if not 
at a premium, especially if thew are issued 
in smal] denominations and offered as a 
popular loan. 

The company to be given the right to en- 
ter the field of commercial lighting. as well 
as city lightingJ and compete with those 
companies now in existence, or those that 
mav be formed. 

In conversation with experts. it is claimed 
that a Hghting company With no interest 
on its capital, no bonds outstanding, can. 
by commercial lighting, make a handsome 
dividend on the amount of money tnvested. 
If that be true of a private lighting com- 
pany, it should also be true of a company 
having a clause in its contract that when 


j 


the bonds were redeemed the plant became 
the property of the city. 

However, to be on the safe aide, It ta best 
to place $150,000 a year of the contract with 
the city aside for expenses tn addition to 
the income from commercial] lighting. That 
would leave a net income of 000 from 
the city for the payment of interest and the 
redemption of bonds. 

In order to be briefer and more explictt 
the following table is presented. It must 
be borne in mind that all cents and frace 
tional parts are thrown aside, consequently 
the equres here given may not be exactly 
correct:

This plan may be an evasion of the spirit 
of the law that the city cannot lesue bonds 
but it is not an evasion of the letter of 
the law, and such a contract would not 
only be legal, but be popular. 

The reason for this evas'on fg that une 
der the present constitution the city cane 
not tssue bonds In excess of what are now 
outstanding, nor can the rate of taxation 
be increased. 

Under the present and past administra- 
tion of affairs of the city of St. Louis, ‘tt 
has been demonstrated that {t Is fot reas 
onable to expect a surplus to be set aside 
from the revenue for the purpose of build- 
oe a lighting plant to be owned. by the 
city. 

Therefore, some evasive scheme must be 
adopted if the city ever expects to own ita 
lighting plant. 

The three citizena who organize the or- 
iginal compatty could well be paid a fair 
salary of $5000 or even $10,000 a year each 
to administer the affairs of the company, 
until such time as the bonds tssued by the 
company have been redeemed and the stock 
issued by the company hes been redeemed, 
then turning the plant over to the city. 

This plan is submitted for investigation, 
aay sot and a decision by the powers 
that be. 

If those now In power decline to take any 
action looking towards the final owner- 
ship of the lighting plant, it might be well 
to consider that question at the spring 
elections, and see if men cannot be sent 
there who will conaider such a saving to 
the city of St. Louls.

He 
thought the parties could come to some 
sort of an agreement by 2 o’clock Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Attorney Muench, for Muckenfuss and the 
bondholders, opposed a continuance. He 
thought that if the attorneys for Von der 
Ahe and the others interested had wanted 
to take depositions they had had plenty 
time to take them, and he wanted the mat- 
ter proceeded with without delay. 

Attorney Sutherland for Von der Ahe 
scored a point when he said this specia 
eetting of the case had been made at the 
request of the attorneys for the other side 
and granted without opposition. If there 
was an attempt made to railroad the mat- 
ter he would insist on the case being taken 
up in its regular order on the docket. 

Judge Spencer admitted the justice of Mr.

‘Women Kiss Him as the Navy’s Rep-

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 22.—In an interview 
Siven out here Lieut. Hobson says of his 
osculatory experiences: 

“My critics, I fear, are-not patriotic. I 
have kissed a large number of women, 
mostly young school girls, who have thus 
expressed their patriotism. It was sim- 
ply a matter of enthusiasm that found vent 
that way. It was not a tribute to Hob- 
son the man, but to Hobson, the navy’s 
representative. Any man, any young man; 
at least, in my position, would have done 
just as I have done. 

“The women and girls are not at all to 
blame in the premises. If there is criti- 
cism to be made the responsibility is en- 
tirely mine, and I am perfectly willing to 
assume it. 

“Recent scenes may not appear well in 
the cold Nght of a press statement; butina 
patriotic throng there is always an intensity 
of feeling, among women especially, and 
patriotism found expression in this man- 
ner, which is entirely agreeable to me,

J. T. Leahy, a member of Battery L, 
Third Artilley, stationed at Manila, has 
written an interesting letter to Mr. Charles 
Scarritt, relating to engagements with the 
Spaniards and life in the Philippine Islands. 
It is. in part, as followe: 

“We are expecting to have a scrap this 
very night. We are all in quarters, and mo 
one is allowed to leave the barracks. We 
have just heard the great and mighty 
Aguinaldo is approaching the city, and are 
throwing up entrenchments al! around us 
We are awaiting his arrival with great im- 
patience, as we have be: n anxioue to meet 
this gentleman again. We had the old stiff 

ead to rights the day we attacked the City 
of Manila. We landed in the bay Sunday 


July $l. August 1 we went ashore at Cavite 
Fight days later we moved over to Camp 
Dewe y on the Manila «ice of the bay. 


“On the morning of Aug. 13 we were given 
2 rounds of ammunition and 48 hours’ ra 
tions (hard tack and canned), and told we 
were to £0 to the trenches for two nights. 
The march was through bamboo brush 


ewamps up to our necks, and it was rain- 
ing like all the gates above had been 
opened at once. 

“A shot burst over us like a peal of 
thunder. Capt. Berkheimer said: ‘Boys. it 
is All off. They are on to us. But we must 
make the trenches.’ We went on and re- 
lieved the men in the trenches. The firing 
ceased and we sent a dozen men ahead to 
cut a few trees down, so we could get 


through. 

“Then our good old friend in the bay, Ad- 
miral Dewey, sent a shot into the Spanish 
cuter fort just as they were lined up rea ly 
to fire one a him. It hit and only 42 of the 
Spaniards bit the dust. 

“He kept it up two hours.

“The Western markets for foundry irons 
have been comparatively quiet during the 
past week, but there has been continued 
activity in the East, where the furnaces 
had been relatively lower for some time 
past. These furnaces have now advanced 
prices and are Culiing a halt, 

‘In steel material Fittsburg notes sales 
of one biock of 20,00 tons of Bessemer pig. 
in the Kast there have been a number of 
sales of round lots of Pasic pig iron at the 
range of $10.25 to $10.75. 

There has not been much doing in steel, 
East or West. Makers of billets are firm 
on the busis of $16 Pittsburg and $17.35 \
